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Bonchurch, now an eastern suburb of the more popular 
resort ofVentnor, is a pretty village, at least 700 years older 
than its neighbour. The village contains a charming and 
diminutive old Norman church (1070), not used for worship 
since 1850, which, with its beautiful situation and surround¬ 
ings, is a constant source of interest and pleasure to visitors. 
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
